This  vetren  journalist  and  politican  dieel 
at  his  residence  in  Washington,  yesterday 
morning  in  the  eighty-first  year  of  his  age. 
Although  h«  never  obtained  a  more  promi- 
nent position  underthe  government  than  that 
of  Postmaster  General  it  is  doubtful  if  there 
was  a  better  known  public  man  in  the  Cwted 
States. 

hus  fcant.Y  l.lr >.. 
Kendall  Ml  borne  in  Huustable,  Mass., 
loth  of  August.  1 789.  His  father  a 
moderate  circumstances,  could 
i  uot  afford  to  dispense  with  his  services,  go 
that  he  received  his  education  at  intervals 
of  time  while  laboring  on  the  farm.  At  the 
academies  of  New  Ipswich  aod  Grotton  he 
received  such  instruction  as  could  be  afforded 
aud  his  leisure  moments  at  home  were  devot- 
ed to  study.  In  this  way  be  learned  a  great 
deal;  so  much,  indaed,  that  when  he  had 
reached  his  sixteenth  year  he  was  able  to 
leave  his  father  s  employment  and  to  teach 
school  at  North  Reading  By  dint  of  rigid 
economy  he  suceeded  io  saving  a  part  ot  the 
money  thus  obtained,  carefully  laying  it  n»:.de 
for  the  purpose  of  devoting  it  to  the  cherished 
purpose  of  receiving  a  collegiate  education. 
At  length— in  1807  he  found  hinnelf  possessed 
ot'a  sufficiency  to  defray  the  expeusea,  aud 
he  accordingly  entered  Dartmouth  College, 
from  whence,  in  1811.  he  graduated  with 
high  honors,  at  the  head  of  his  class.  This 
exibition  ot  proficiency  will  appear  all  the 
more  commendab.e  when  it  is  remembered 
that  during  his  term  he  was  absent  a  large 
portion  of  the  time  from  college,  engaged  in 
teaching  school.

MIS  aa!TCEX  TO  CIVIL  U*e. 

On  his  retirement  trom  the  Cabinet  Mr 
Kendall  took  up  bis  permanent  residence  in 
Washington,  and  never  after  held  office. 
President  Polk  tendered  him  a  foreign  mis- 
sion, bui  he  declined  the  offer  He  thence- 
forward devoted  hie  time  to  the  practice  mi 
his  profession,  doing  a  large  business  aud 
amassiog  a  fortune.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  kept  buaily  employed  in  defending 
himself  against  a  soil  brought  again n  MM 
by  certain  mail  contractors,  the  auccess  of 
whom  woald  have  rained  him  pecuniarily.  The 
case  waa  finally  brought  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  aud  was  decided 
in  his  favor.  In  1845  the  claims  ef  Profesaor 
Morse  to  the  invention  of  the  telegraph  bav 
ing  been  recognized  aod  allowed  by  Congress, 
Mr.  Keudatl  assumed  the  management  of  the 
Professor  s interest.

HIS  CAREER  IV  THE  MMM*. 

Ill  success  attended  his  pfforts  in  the  pr  c 
tice  of  his  profession.  The  business  he  did 
in  Lexington  was  small  and  by  no  means  re- 
munerative. His  means,  which  were  not 
large,  became  exhausted,  and  he  was  com- 
pelled to  once  more  resort  to  teaching  for  a 
livelihood.  He  had  made  the  acquaintance 
of  Henry  Clay,  and  on  application  to  the 
great  Whig  leader  was  employed  as  tutor  iu 
his  family.  Having  been  much  in  the  so- 
ciety of  Kentucky  politicians, his  acquaintance 
with  them  was  turned  to  his  own  advantage 
Y»Te  are  not  certain,  but  we  think  it  most 
likely,  that  he  was  indebted  to  Mr.  Clay  for 
his  appointment  as  Postmaster  of  Geo  ge- 
town,  in  18lt».  Thither  he  remove  1,  and  by 
the  salary  he  o\uined  from  his  official  posi- 
tion, as  well  as  the  profits  of  his  pr.)fea»ion, 
which  he  continued  steadily  to  practice, placed 
him  in  a  more  comfortable  pecuniary  position 
than  he  had  ever  before  enjoyed.  Such  leis- 
ure time  as  he  possessed  was  occupied  in  ed- 
iting the  local  newspaper  at  Georgetown.  So 
-  .  mM  was  his  early  journalistic  career 
that  he  was  sought  for  by  the  democratic 
politicians,  who  employed  him  to  edit  the 
State  journal  at  Frankfort,  called  the  Aryu* 
M  West'rn  Aigus.  His  success  in  this  posi- 
tion was  marked  He  proved  himself  an  able 
political  writer,  aud  his  articles  were  widely 
He  of  course  supported 
all  the  leading  measures  of  the  Democracy.

MjM  iu  Kentucky  was  wisely  and  judiciously 
exercised.  As  a  journalist  he  labored  dili- 
gently for  the  good  of  the  State.  He  advoca- 
ted a  broad  and  liberal  policy  which  would 
iuvito  emigration,  and  was  instrumental  in 
the  pMMSMJ  of  many  measures  tending  M 
develop  the  resources  of  the  State 

in  tok  cabin kt  or  rRB9iDEvr  Jiraaox. 
Till  1829  Mr.  Kendall  remained  in  Ken* 
tueky  extending  his  sphere  of  usefulness  and 
becomit.g  widely  known  throughout  the  coun- 
try through  his  political  papers.  During  >b« 
year  mentioned  be  was  appointed  Fourth 
Auditor  of  the  Treasury  by  President  Jack- 
son, between  whom  and  the  deceased  there 
eziltad  a  warm  friendship,  which  lasted 
during  the  lifetime  of  Old  Hickory.  Prom 
thi-  time  dales  the  most  interesting  period  of 
Mr.  Kendall's  life.  Although  he  was  not 
properly  ■  member  of  Jackson's  cabinet  till 
ISM,  he  was,  wtth  Francis  P.  Blair.  Sr..  head 
and  leader  ol  what  was  popularly  known  as 
the  Kitchen  Cabinet.  '  During  both  terms 
of  the  President  he  was  o«c  of  his  chief  von. 
MmMMn  advisers,  and  it  was  said  of  him  that 
i  he  was  sure  of  admission  lo  the  Presidential 
I  mansion  when  its  doors  were  closed  to  all  oth- 
ers We  have  not  space  to  go  over  ail  the 
events  which  transpired  during  these  years 
iu  which  he  was  concerned.

Oue  of  his  son*,  it  will 
be  remembered,  was  killed  iu  Washiugt  .n 
some  yeara  ago,  an  event  that  created  much 
excitement  at  the  time  His  domestic  life 
is  said  to  have  been  a  most  pleasant  and 
one.

"Even  mediocre  preachers  ere  acceptable, 
provided  their  discourses  are  short ;  whereas 
even  the  best  preachers  are  a  burden  wh*u 
they  speak  too  long."

Every  ap- 
plication for  pardon  ought  la  be  stated  in  the 
official  prints  of  the  Government.  ae  Lilly  as 
the  proclamations  of  reward  for  .he  arrest  of 
fugitives  from  justice,  and  a  demand  mnic 
fur  reasons  why  the  pardon  should  uot  grant 
ed.

/•in  upholding,  defeuding  and  misrepresent-  j 
ing  their  action,  and  its  assault  upon  our  own  j 
motives,  we  would  have  contented  ourself  j 
with  the  paragraph  in  which  we  remarked 
that  it  was  passing  strange  the  Grand  Jury 
would  indict  n  poor  little  negro  boy  of  eleven 
years  of  age  for  stealing  a  watch,  and  yet  dis 
miss  an  aggravated  case  of  grand  larceny 
and  burglary  on  the  part  of  tbe  young  men. 
against  whom  the  proof  was  unequivocal  and 
irrefutable.  If  the  Grand  Jury,  the  orticers 
of  the  Court  and  the  Governor  need  swi  e spe- 
pecial  champion  in  this  city,  it  is  a  pity  they 
cannot  obtain  one  with  the  sense  to  know 
when  to  maintain  discreet  silence,  hud  not 
provoke  by  silly  impertinence,  or  render  ne- 
cessary by  useless  misrepresentation,  a  thor- 
ough investigation  into  condn  t  that  will  not 
bear  it. 

If  the  above  paragraph  from  the  BuUttin 
was  intended  to  b«  anything  more  than  sheer 
impertinence,  it  was  designed  to  create  the 
impression  that  the  facts  of  robbery  and  own- 
ership were  not  proven  in  thia  case,  that 
Mr.  Soerrjcs  failed  to  prove  either, and  that  his 
testimony  conflicted  with  and  altered  the  na- 
ture of  the  evidence  upon  which  the  Grand 
Jury  had  previously  brought  in  a  true  bill 
The  young  men  were  guilty  of  two  distinct 
offenses,  burglary  aud  robbery.  To  sustain  a 
charge  of  burglary  neither  robbery  or  owner- 
ship is  necessary  to  be  proved,  as  the  pro- 
found constitutional  lawyer  of  the  Bulletin 
asserts.  Burglary,  robbery  and  ownership 
and  the  confession  of  the  offenders,  were  all 
proven  by  the  Marshal  and  his  deputy,  upon 
whose  evidence  a  true  bill  was  brought  in  by 
the  Grand  Jury, who  up  to  this  point  diathare- 
ed  their  duty.  They  fully  expected  the 
youths  to  be  prosecuted  and  convicted  on 
their  true  bill.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
after  a  converiationjwith  the  Mayor  and  as- 
certaining from  him  the  overwhelming  na- 
ture of  the  testimony,  drew  up  an  indictment 
upon  this  true  bill,  but,  afterwards,  under  the 
Lord  knows  what  influence,  he  we*  induce! 
to  return  the  papers  to  the  Grand  Ja  y 
for  a  reconsideration  of  their  action. 
Judge  PatsTER,  the  Attorney  of  the  offenders, 
then  used  his  eloquent  tongne  upon  old  Mr 
Sokrries.  to  whom  promises  had  been  made 
that  he  should  be  compensated  for  his  losses, 
to  prevail  upon  him  to  go  before  the  Grand 
Jury  and  state  that  he  did  not  care  to  have 
the  youths  prosecuted.  The  old  gentleman 
told  tbe  Grand  Jury  be  did  not  think  the  mor- 
als of  the  offenders  would  be  improved  by 
a  sojourn  in  the  penitentiary.  But  he  not 
ony  did  not  contradict  the  evidence  upon 
which  the  true  hill  was  first  rendered,  but  he 
con  firmed  that  evidence.  He  proved  the  rob- 
bery, he  proved  the  ownership  We  learn 
this  from  hi?  own  lips,  from  which  the  editor 
of  the  Bulletin  m'tni  also  have  learned  it  by 
walking  ten  step-  from  his  office  and  making 
the  inquiry.  Hid  he  done  otherwise,  he 
would  have  been  a  perjuror.  Had  he  done 
otherwise  the  case  would  have  been  one  ol 
an  unsophisticated  obi  gentleman,  Bajgec 
promises  of  reimbursement,  and  the  ski  Moil 
manipulation  of  a  man  of  talent*,  doing 
something  bearing  a  very  close  resemblance 
to  what  the  law  denounces  as  "  compounding 
felony."  Bat  Mr.  Sot  ruts  i«an  honest  man 
a-.d  did  not  do  anything  of  the  kind,  and 
those  b«ve  a  very  poor  opinion  of  Judge 
Phi=Ti;r  who  believe  he  could  have  been  a 
party  to  such  a  transaction. 

Now,  if  there  was  no  proof  of  ownership,  for 
what  did  the  amiable  Judge  lecture  one  of 
tbe  youths,  when  he  took  him  to  one  side,  at  a 
moment  chosen  by  the  youth'"  attorney,  when 
there  were  very  few  of  tbe  bar  or  other  specta- 
tors present  I  We  ask  the  question  because 
we  did  not  hear  what  he  said,  and  no  body 
else  did  that  we  can  learn  except  the  youth 
Was  it  for  burglary  and  grand  larceny  |  Or 
did  he  merely  enter  into  a  paternal  remou- 
strance  against  his  playing  truant  at  school, 
sticking  a  pin  in  the  seat  of  one  of  his  fellow 
pupils,  hanging  a  tin  pan  tu  a  dog's  tail,  slick- 
ing e^gs,  or  some  other  boyish  prank  ? 

The  point  we  wish  to  make  is  thst  the 
Grand  Jury  had  no  right  to  dismiss  the  cases 
simply  because  Mr.  Soerbies  did  not  care  to 
have  the  youths  prosecuted.  This  would  de- 
grade the  law  to  the  mere  instrument  of  in- 
dividual vengeance  instead  of  being  the 
means  of  enforcing  justice.  It  would  open 
the  doors  wide  to  corruption,  and  encourage 
the  compounding  of  Monies.  Under  such  a 
construction  of  their  duties,  every  murderer, 
burglar,  robber,  ravisher  and  house  burner  in 
the  land  would  go  unwhipt  of  justice  and  free 
to  perpetrate  other  murders,  burglaries,  rob- 
beries, rapes  and  arsons,  so  long  as  be  had 
the  money  with  which  to  b'jy  off  prosecut'ioa 
With  such  views  of  their  functions  by  the 
Grand  Juries,  encouraged  and  susninel  by 
venal  and  corrupt  Attornoys  for  the  Com- 
monwealth who  sell  out  for  $10,  applauded 
and  defended  by  a  press  whose  want  of  dis 
cretion  is  its  only  apology  for  n  course  so  de- 
moralizing, and  with  no  one  to  reprove  or  re- 
monstrate, the  State  would  so-oi  hi  a  Pande- 
monium of  crime.  The  avaricious  would  be 
bought,  the  weak  chjoI<»d,  the  timid  bullied 
and  brow-beateu,  the  inflexible  and  unbend- 
ing rtmoced.  It  is  precisely  for  ibis  reason, 
and  with  wise  philosophy,  thtit  .he  flBJBJ 
comes  forward  in  her  majesty  to  relieve  her 
aggrieved  citizens  from  all  responsibility  in 
the  redrew  of  their  wrongs,  to  eu force  law 
aud  vindicate  justice,  makes  their  BaaBS  her 
own,  compels  their  attendance  in  the  witness 
stand,  prohibits  them  under  heavy  penalties 
from  compounding  or  compromising  felo- 
nies, appoints  her  own  court  of  inquisition 
into  oOVnsc*  and  crimes,  and  employs  bar 
own  counsel  for  the  prosecution.

AwrCL  ScftEBtNG  AID  HoKRIBf.K   DEATU. — 

Our  city.  Thursday,  was  the  scene  of  one  of 
those  heart-rending  occurrences — a  death  by 
hydrophobia.  The  victm  of  the  fearful 
malady  was  a  young  man  by  the  name  of 
John  Alexander,  ton  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Alexander 
who  formerly  kept  a  confectionary  on  Lime- 
stone sir?et  between  Main  aud  Short.  The 
particulars  of  the  sad  case  are  most  dis- 
tressing. 

The  young  man  had  been  bitten  by  a  rabid 
dog  as  loug  ago  as  the  uigbt  of  the  20th  of 
last  August  While  walking  along  Third 
street  a  dog  ran  out  an  alley,  and  without 
even  a  premonitory  bark,  silently  but  fierce- 
ly aeixed  him  by  the  calf  of  the  leg,  biting 
clear  through  the  boot.  Mr.  Alexander  suc- 
ceeded in  kicking  him  off,  but  he  came  at  him 
again  bnt  bit  his  hand,  the  teeth  meeting 
through  it.  He  did  not  know  at  the  time 
that  the  dog  was  mad.  He  sought  profest  on 
al  advice,  but  was  assured  by  the  physician 
that  he  was  in  no  danger.  The  scratches 
and  wounds  healed  quickly,  and  he  thought 
no  more  about  the  |matter  until  last  Tburs 
day  night,  when,  after  being  initiated  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ashland  Lodge  of  Good  Templars, 
he  experienced,  on  taking  a  drink  of  water, 
a  most  singular  and  unpleasant  feeling  iu  his 
throat,  but  he  soon  got  over  it  He  was 
troubled  with  nothing  more  unpleasant  until 
Wednesday  afternoon*  at  about  4  o'clock, 
when,  on  again  attempting  to  take  a  glass  of 
water  he  found  be  could  not  drink.  He  then 
immediately  suspected  the  cause  of  his  sick 
nets,  and  determined  to  fully  test  it.  He 
tried  to  force  water  into  his  mouth  with  a 
spoon:  but  bis  arm  gave  a  spasmodic  jerk, 
sending  the  spoon  flying  through  the  air.  and 
he  fell  back  unnerved  and  wild  and  sick,  both 
from  the  effects  of  the  malady  and  the  horri- 
ble certainty  of  his  rapidly  approaching 
fate. 

He  was  confiued  to  his  bed  all  Wednesday  1 
night.  On  Thursday  morning  he  got  rapidly  1 
worse  and  continued  to  suffer  most  terribly 
till  the  time  of  bis  death.  The  agony  he  en- 
dured no  words  can  describe;  and  the  physi- 
cians attending  him  said  bis  were  the  most 
fearful  sufferings  they  ever  had  witnessed. 
He  howled  and  snarled  like  a  dog.  He 
scratched  and  clawed  at  the  bed  clothing 
until  it  was  almost  torn  to  shreds  Spasms 
and  convulsions  succeeded  each  other,  rack- 
ing bit  tortured  body  and  causing  him  to 
foam  at  the  mouth  like  a  wild  nnd  rabid  an  -

General  B  F.  Butler  has  been  sued  by  Row- 
ena  Florence,  niece  of  the  late  General 
Twiggs,  to  recover  articles  of  silverware,  and 
the  three  gold  billed  jeweled  swords  present- 
ed to  General  Twiggs,  by  the  l.'nited  States 
Government,  and  the  States  of  Georgia  and 
Texas,  for  meritorious  services  rendered 
by  him  in  the  Mexican  war.  These  swords, 
valued  at  $35,000  in  gold,  and  the  silverware 
and  table  furniture,  worth  $20,000  in  gold, 
Mrs.  Florence  avers  were  take  and  appropri- 
ated to  his  own  use  by  General  Butler,  while 
he  commanded  in  New  Orleans,  in  the  spring 
of  1862. 

Mr3.  Florence  says  that  when  her  goods 
were  seized  she  was  living  in  privacy  and  re- 
tirement, and  was  not  in  arm«,  or  an 
aider  or  abettor  of  persons  in  arms  against 
the  United  States  Government.  She  further 
says  that  the  swords  were  family  heirlooms, 
not  used  or  designed  to  be  used  in  any  mili- 
tary enterprise  whatever,  but  bad  been  giv- 
en to  her  by  General  Twiggg. 

General  Butler,  Mrs.  Florence  tnys.  has 
given  out  that  swords  bad  been  deprsited  in 
tbe  Treasury  Department  ;  but  be  had  never 
accounted  for  the  silver  at  all.  Ioquiri°s  had 
been  made  on  her  behalf  at  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, and  a  verbal  order  had  been  ob- 
tained from  ex-President  Johnson  for  their 
return  ;  but  after  diligent  search  they  could 
not  be  found. 

Rodway  May,  Mrs.  Florence's  attorney,  at 
New  Orleans,  makes  affidavit  that  the  suit  is 
instituted  in  good  faith,  and  the  facts  as  com- 
plained ?f  were  matters  of  public  notoriety  at 
New  Orleans. 

Judge  Jones  has  granted  au  order  or  ar- 
rest, fixing  bail  at  $15,000. 


Hftjor  General  lohu  r.  WmI. 

The  veteran  General  Wool  died  yesterday 
morning  in  Troy,  at  2:30  o'clock,  at  the  age 
or  b6  years.    He  was  the  latl^f  the  old  he- 

Joes  who  connect  us  with  the  early  military 
history  at* the  Republic,  his  first  training  hav- 
ing been  received  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  his 
full  glory  in  the  conflict  with  Mexico. 

Major  General  John  K.  Wool  came  from 
revolutionary  stock,  and  inherited  bis  mili- 
tary g.-uius  from  his  ancestors.  His  grand- 
father, Jamen  Wool,  settled  in  Schaghticoke, 
in  Rensselaer  county,  before  tbe  Revolution, 
and  when  the  struggle  of  the  patriots  with  the 
mother  country  for  independence  began  he 
resided  upon  what  may  be  termed  the  north- 
ern frontier  where  he  was  exposed  to  the  in- 
cursions of  Indians,  British  and  Tories,  with 
whom  the  country  abounded.  He  frequently  [ 
carried  bis  arms  with  him  into  the  fields  | 
which  he  cultivated.  Five  of  his  sons  bore  i 
arms  in  the  Revolution  ;  two  were  imprisoned  i  of 
in  the  New  Jersey  prison  ship  -one  of  whom 
died  of  his  sufferings  :  another  was  a  captain 
with  Montgomery  iu  his  expedition  against 
Quebec;  the  father  of  the  General  was  with 
Wayne  iu  the  atorming  of  Stony  Point ;  an- 
other of  the  sons  was  with  Stark  in  the  battle 
of  Bennington,  and  a  great  uncle  was  one  of 
the  Committee  of  Safety  in  New  York  City. 

General  Wool  was  a  genuine  New  Y'orker. 
He  was  born  in  Newburg,  Orange  county — 
the  scene  of  Washington's  headquarters  dur- 
ing a  good  portion  of  the  darkest  period  of 
the  Revolutionary  War— on  the  29th  of  Feb- 
ruary. 178-1.  He  wis  born  in  leap  year,  on 
the  extra  day  of  the  calender  ;  and  the  singu- 
lar fact  may  be  related  of  him  that  although 
an  octogenarian  he  had  only  s*en  twenty-one 
anniv°rsaries  of  his  birth. 

His  opportunities  for  education  in  his  early 
years  were  very  slight,  and  while  yet  a  boy  he 
entered  a  bookstore  in  Troy,  and  became  a 
proprietor  in  the  business  before  he  reached 
the  age  of  manhood.  A  disastrous  fire,  how- 
ever, swept  oway  his  property,  and  then  he 
abandoned  the  book  business  and  determined 
to  take  up  the  profession  of  law.  While  he 
was  still  pursuing  hid  legal  studies  the  war  of 
1612  broke  out,  pnd  having  a  taste  for  mili- 
tary affairs  he  sought  and  obtained  through 
the  friendship  of  Governor  Clinton  a  Cap- 
tain's commission  in  the  Thirteenth  Infantry. 
He  distinguished  himself  in  severs  I  import- 
ant engagements,  being  wounded  in  both 
thighs  at  the  storming  of  Queenstown  Hights, 
which  was  the  first  action  in  which  he  took 
part.  For  his  gallant  conduct  in  this  affair 
he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Major  in 
!  the  Twenty-ninth  Infantry.  Lie  took  part  in 
!  the  battle  of  Plattsburg.  in  September,  1814, 
j  and  for  courage  displayed  at  the  engagement 
of  Beekraantown  ho  wasbrevetted  Lieutenant 
Colonel.  At  the  close  of  the  war  the  army 
was  largely  reduced,  but  Colonel  Wool  was 
retained  in  the  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry, 
and  in  1816  was  appointed  Inspector  General 
of  the  Northern  Division. 

He  received  his  full  commission  as  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  in  1818,  and  three  years  later 
became  Inspector  General  of  the  entire  army. 
So  faithfully  did  he  discharge  all  the  duties 
assigned  to  him  during  this  period  of  pro- 
found peace  that  in  1826  he  received  the  ap- 
pointment of  Brevet  Brigadier  General.  Will 


tones  to  put  an  end  to  Indian  disturbances, 
and  in  a  campaign  of  three  months  effectually 

accomplished  that  object.  At  the  close  of 
Pierce's  Administration  ill*  1857  he  was  re- 
called to  the  Department  of  the  East  and  re- 
turned to  his  old  headquarters  at  Troy. 

At  the  first  threatening*  of  rebellion  in 
I860,  he  offered  his  services  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  after  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumpter' 
organized  and  equipped  the  first  regiments  of 
volunteers  from  New  York  to  Washington. 
In  the  Spring  of  1861  he  sent  reinforcements 
to  Colonel  Dimick,  at  Fortress  Monroe,  whieh 
were  the  means  of  saving  that  post  from  im- 
minent danger  ot  falling  into  the  hands  of  the. 
Confed-  rates.  On  the  1st  of  May  he  was  or- 
dered to  return  to  Troy,  bnt  in  the  following 
August  was  sent  to  Fortress  Monroe  as  com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  Virginia,  and 
headed  the  expedition  which  occupied  Nor- 
folk, or,  the  10th  of  May.  1862.  On  the  16th 
month  he  was  made  full  Major- 
General  in  the  regular  army.  Bis  age.  how- 
ever, unfitted  him  for  the  arduous  labors  of 
the  field  at  that  trying  time,  and  on  the  2d  of 
June  he  was  transferred  to  the  Middle  De- 
partment, with  his  headquarters  at  Baltimore, 
where  he  remained  to  the  close  of  tke  war. 
He  then  retired  from  active  command  and 
took  up  his  residence  at  Troy. 

The  military  career  of  General  Wool  may 
be  summed  up  as  follows 

April  13,  1812,  Captain  Thirteeoth  United 
States  Infantry. 

October  13,  1812.  Major  of  Twenty-ninth 
Regiment,  for  gallant  conduct  at  Queens- 
town.

April,  1816,  Colonel  of  Cavalry  and  Inspec- 
tor General. 
April  2o.  1826,  Brevet  Brigadier  General. 
June  2j,  1841,  Brigadier  General. 
February  23.  1847,  Brevet  Major  General 
for  gallant  and   distinguished   services  at 
Buena  Vista. 

1864,  Major  General  and  retired. 
His  health  had  been  remarkably  good 
throughout  his  long  life,  until  Saturday  the 
30th  alt  ,  when  he  stumbled  and  fell  heavily 
while  walking  hack  and  forth  on  his  piazza. 
His  system  received  a  fatal  shock,  and  he  ex- 
pressed his  belief  that  the  sickness  whieh  fol- 
lowed would  close  the  scenes  of  his  long 
career.  He  talked  calmly  of  his  approaching 
dissolution,  and  quietly  passed  away 
amid  the  devoted  attentions  of  bis 
and  friends.

Thomas  G.  Pratt,

In  1836  he  was  chosen  a  member  of 
the  Electoral  College  to  elect  a  Senator,  and 
soon  after  this  time,  the  Constitution  of  the

give  his  readers  the  falsest  notions  of  human 
life,  he  may  pervert  their  taste:  he  may  ren- 
der them  as  weak  as  sentimentality  alone 
can  render  them,  he  may  lead  them  to  relish 
nothing  that  is  not  seasoned  with  tbe  most 
outrageous  incidents  and  coincidences,  and 
he  may  still  remain  an  author  whose  works 
would  be  placed  by  any  mother  in  the  hands 
ot  any  daughter.  It  is  strange  how  blind 
the  respectable  world  usually  is  to  all  litera- 
ry faults  save  one.  So  long  ns  n  book  is  not 
licentious,  it  is  held  that  it  cannot  be  a  bad 
book.  We  are  inclined  to  question,  however, 
whether  that  which  corrupts  the  intellect 
does  not  do  as  much  hnrm  as  tbAt  which  cor- 
rupts tke  so-called  morality.  The  tendency 
of  a  great  deal  of  tbe  literature  of  the  present 
day  is  to  give  people  a  thoroughly  false  idea 
of  life.  Oar  novols,  with  their  sickly  . senti- 
mentality, their  morbid  self-aualysis.  their 
hateful  sensationalism,  help  to  train  up  n  set 
of  yonng  men  and  young  women  quite  unfit 
for  the  humdrum  duties  and  pleasures  which 
must  constitute  the  greater  part  of  each  one's 
life.

After  his  return  to  this 
country  he  was  engnged  tor  n  year  in  inspect- 
ing the  coast  defences  from  Maine  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  river.  In  1836, 
when  the  Cherokee  Indians  were  removed 
from  Georgia  and  Florida  to  the  western 
banks  of  the  Mississippi,  General  Wool  took 
charge  of  this  important  matter.  During  the 
Canadian  difficulties  in  1S38  it  became  im- 
portant to  ex  .mine  the  facilities  for  defence 
of  oui  northeastern  frontier,  and  he  led  a  re- 
connoitering  party  through  the  forests  of 
Maine  nnd  made  n  careful  examination  cf 
the  entire  border  iu  that  Sute.  The  (nil 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  was  conferred  on 
him  in  1841. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  with  Mexi- 
co, in  1846,  General  Wool  was  ordered  to  the 
West  to  organize  volunteers,  and  within  six 
weeks  had  sent  12,000  troops  to  the  sent  of 
war,  fully  armed  and  equipped.    He  theu 
collected  8,000  troops  under  his  own  command 
at  San  Antonio  de  Bekur,  and  crossed  the 
Hi  t  (irande  on  the  hth  of  October,  1846  He 
marched  to  Sallillo,  a  distauce  of  900  miles, 
without  losing  a  single  man,  and  preserved 
such  admirable  discipline  as  everywhere  to 
gain  the  good  will  of  the  inhabitants  ot  the 
country  through  which  they  passed.    lie  se 
lected   the  ground   on  which  the  battle  of 
Buena  Vista  was  fought,  disposed  the  troops 
for  action,  and  during  the  early  part  of  tbe 
engagement,  until  the  arrival  of  General  Tay- 
lor, had  the  entire  command.    In  his  official 
report  General  Taylor  attributes  the  succesa 
of  this  important  battle  in  a  large  measure  to 
General  Wool's  "  vigilance  und  arduous  ser- 
vice before  the  action,  and  his  gallantry  and 
activity  ou  the  field."    He  remained  in  com- 
mand at  Saltillo,  until  November  23,  184?, 
when  General  Taylor  returned  to  the  United 
Stales  and  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of 
the  army  of  occupation.    This  position  he 
retained  until  tbe  close  of  the  war,  having  his 
headquarters  at  Monterey.    His  authority  ex- 
tended over  the  States  of  New  Leon,  Coahuila 
r.nd  Tamaulipas,  nnd  partook  of  a  civil  as 
well  as  of  n  military  character.    The  country 
was  at  all  time  overrun  with  highway  robbers 
and  guerrillas,  but  in  a  few  months   be  re- 
duced it  to  the  most  perfect  order  and  kept  it 
iu  that  condition  during  his  entire  stay.  He 
returned  homo  in  UNI  and  was  assigned  to 
the  command  of  the  Eastern  Military  Divi- 
sion with  his  headquarters  at  Troy.    In  1853 
tho  differeut  commands  were  rc-organized, 
mi  l  General  Wool  was  assigned  to  the  De- 
partment of  the  East  with  his  headquarters  st 
Baltimore.    Official  recognition  of  his  bril- 
liant services  in  the  war  with  Mexico  was 
fir«t  made  in  18.V4,  when  he  received  the 
thanks  of  Congress  ami  was  presented  with  a 
sword.    At  the  same  time  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Department  of  the  Pacific  by  Jefferson 


large  debt  incurred  for  a  system  of  internal 
improvements,  In  1849  Hon.  Reverdy  John- 
son, then  United  States  Sec  ator,  accepted  a 
position  in  President  Taylor's  Cabinet,  and 
Governor  Pratt  was  elected  to  fill  tbe  vacancy 
occasioned  by  his  resignation  as  well  as  for 
the  succeeding  term.  During  the  time  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Senate,  two  terms,  be 
represented  his  State  in  an  able  manner,  and 
won  the  respect  of  all  with  whom  be  was 
brought.in  contact.  He  wes  possessed  of  a 
clear  and  vigorous  mind,  and  by  his  genial 
character  and  pleasant  manners  attracted  to 
himself  many  friends.  Governor  Pratt  re- 
moved to  Baltimore  some  four  years  si  nee, 
and  resumed  the  practice  ol  bit  profess.wu, 
and  although  not  prominent  in  politics,  he 
has  acted  with  tbe  Conservative  branch  of  the 
Democratic  party.  At  the  time  of  bis  death 
he  was  in  his  66th  year.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  several  children.
